In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32)

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Exhibit shown or demonstration conducted, If Yes, brief description: Applicant provided a Power Point 
presentation demonstrating the differences of nebulizers, DPIs, and MDIs. They also demonstrated how their particle 
sizes, having one larger particle (e.g. lactose) and one smaller particle (e.g. drug) would be distributed bimodally (i.e. 
the smaller particle being respirable and the larger particle being non-respirable). 



Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In regard to claim 1 , the examiners agreed that the median 
aerodynamic diameter and median volume diameter of the smaller and larger particles, respectively, was not taught in 
the Glaxo reference. Furthermore, applicants 1 convincingly argued that the functional limitation wherein the first and 
second materials are segregated upon aerosolization into a respirable first fraction and a non-respirable second 
fraction was not taught in the prior art because the literature suggests as you increase the amount of solids in a 
formulation, you get numerous larger conglomerates of particles, whereas they have unexpectedly discovered upon 
using large particles (e.g. lactose, they get better dispersal of the smaller particles (e.g. drug).. 
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
